DIRECT DONATIONS TO QCWA - Tony Hirsch, W8RSH, Chairman of the Finance Committee, researched the following 
details of the new Pension Protection Plan recently enacted by the US Congress and signed by President Bush. 


The Pension Protection Act (August, 2006) allows taxpayers over 70.5 years of age to donate money to a charity (those qual- 
ified as 501(c)(3), such as QCWA) directly from their IRA account. The distributions will be tax-free and avoid the penalty on 
early withdrawals. Taxpayers are allowed to donate up to $100,000 for 2007 only from their IRA. Since the distribution will 
not be included in taxable income, individuals will not be able to claim a tax deduction for the charitable contribution. This 
provision is effective for the year 2007 only. 


To qualify, the donation must be made directly to the charitable organization. For QCWA, donations can be specified for the 
QCWA Endowment and/or Scholarship Funds. Please obtain full details from your accountant or tax advisor.

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QCWA and Amateur Radio Newsline To 
Partner In The Roy Neal, KGEDUE, Amateur 


Radio Mentoring Program

Association (QCWA) has voted to affiliate with and co-sponsor 

with Amateur Radio Newsline Inc.™ (ARNewsline™) the Roy 
Neal, KEDUE, Amateur Radio Mentoring Program. This is an ongoing 
post-licensing educational peer program first created in 2003 in honor 
of the late NBC newsman and ham radio devotee Roy Neal, K6DUE. 

Now in 2007, both QCWA and ARNewsline™ believe that the 
decision to join together in expanding this project comes at a crucial 
time for our hobby/service. This is because thousands of previous 
VHF/UHF-only operators are expected to have their first real experi- 
ences on the HF bands as a result of the latest round of restructuring 
of the United States Amateur Radio Service. That change occurred on 
Friday, February 23rd when the new rules abolishing Morse testing 
came into effect. 

With the Morse test no longer a prerequisite for access to the 
High Frequency bands in the USA, most experts believe that the lure 
of international contacts in the spectrum below 30 MHz will be the 
catalyst that will entice many to take and pass the needed theory ele- 
ments to become General class operators. Once they do they will like- 
ly purchase all-band transceivers and take to the airwaves. And it is 
likely that... 

¢ many will have questions regarding HF operation. 

* some will require assistance with antenna and station set-up. 

e A need to learn the protocol of international contacts, etc. 

In other words, a lot of new people with new radios in need of 
guidance. The belief is that by using the already in-place organization- 
al structure of ARNewslie’s mentoring program database in conjunc- 
tion with the expertise of the membership of QCWA, that the transi- 
tion to High Frequency operation can be made easier for those who 
are seeking such guidance. 

The program is not however limited to HF operation, albeit that is 
likely to be its center of focus for the foreseeable future. VHF/UHF 
enthusiasts will have access to assistance in such areas as building and 
operate a repeater, talking by bouncing signals off the moon, and 
anything else that makes a ham a ham.

WHY IT STARTED 

Roy Neal, K6DUE, was a driving force within the structure of Amateur 
Radio as well as a member of the Board of Directors of ARNewsline™. 
From 1973 until the time of his death he produced, directed and/or 
appeared in almost a dozen ham radio related films and videos. These 
include “Moving Up to Amateur Radio," “The New Word of Amateur 
Radio” and “Ham Radio in Space.” 

Roy Neal is also credited with convincing NASA to permit 
Astronauts who are licensed radio amateurs to take their ham gear to 
space. The first in 1983 was Dr. Owen Garriott, WSLFL, on-board 
Spacelab-1 flying in the cargo-day of the orbiter Columbia. This flight 
and the subsequent STS-51F mission of Dr. Tony England, WOORE, — 
the first time SSTV was taken into space — resulted in the creation of 
the Shuttle Amateur Radio Experiment (SAREX) and Amateur Radio 
on the International Space Station (ARISS) programs. 

Those of us who had the honor of knowing Roy were keenly 
aware of his willingness to help anyone better themselves. He was 
always willing to share his lifetime of knowledge in many areas 
including news gathering, science, space exploration and of coarse 
Amateur Radio. Sadly, Roy passed away on August 15, 2003 due to 
complications arising from heart valve replacement surgery a few days 
earlier. 


WHERE THE IDEA CAME FROM 

“The Roy Neal, KEDUE, Amateur Radio Mentoring Project” is loosely 
based on a similar program created by Tony Award-winning Broadway 
performer/choreographer Ann Reinking. For those of you not aware, 


Ms. Reinking was a student of, and performer with the legendary 
choreographer and director Bob Fosse. She is now carrying on the 
“mentoring” tradition in the art of dance through her own educe- 
tional foundation known as the Broadway Theater Project. This is a 
Florida based training program connecting students with seasoned 
theater professionals. If we may quote Ms. Reinking: 

“Its sort of an un-written law or rule in the world of dance that 
you pass on what you know. This particular craft is at its best when its 
passed from one person's hands to the next.” 

Now, if you think about it, what Ann Reinking says about 
“dance” applies equally to our world of Amateur Radio. Maybe more 
so, because, for decades the knowledge and tradition of our 
hobby/service was passed down from seasoned operators to newcom- 
ers, one to one. 

Unfortunately, in the ham radio of today, this art of mentoring 
that we call “Elmering” seems to be disappearing. It seems for the 
most part to have been replaced by “weekend cram-class training,” 
the more tedious world of “on-line home study” and now the avail- 
ability of “written-only” upgrades. While these paths may provide lots 
of “technologically trained” hams, they do not turn out “skilled oper- 
ators.” Nor can any of these methods turn out hams who really 
appreciate the “art of Amateur Radio." Only one-on-one “mentor- 
ing” or “Elmering” can do that. 

"The Roy Neal, KEDUE, Amateur Radio Mentoring Project" is a 
similarly structured to Ms. Reinking's Broadway Theater Project in that 
it fosters those one-on-one relationships that go well beyond the 
knowledge necessary to pass a ham radio exam. Rather, it “kicks in” 
after a person is licensed and puts an emphasis on our traditional 
ham radio values by pairing new hams with skilled operators who are 
willing to teach them such radio art-forms. In essence, to pass along 
the living traditions that make Amateur Radio what it is to all of us 
“old timers" — regardless of our chronological age. 


HOW IT WORKS 

To make this work, two groups of hams are needed. First are the new 
or upgrading hams to come forward and say: “| want to learn more." 
With the recent restructuring it is likely that there will soon be a lot of 
them. 

Also needed are the skilled operators who are willing to donate 
time to assist those in need of training. The ideal mentor is a ham 
with a several decades of first hand experience, a love of the hobby, a 
willingness to share his/her knowledge with others and some spare 
time to devote. Retirees looking for ways to serve the hobby are ideal 
candidates to become mentors. 

To get the project underway Joe Eisenberg, KONEB, has created 
the necessary databases and begin the process of matching volunteer 
mentors to those wishing instruction. All that is missing is Y-O-U!!!

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Unraveling the Mystery Of Source Date Codes or 
Determining The Age Of An Antique Radio

hen we obtain an antique radio, one of the first 
VAY perce is how old is it? One can look at collectors 

guides and get the date that production started. But 
how long was this model/chassis number manufactured? Can 
we somehow more precisely determine the year our new find 
was produced? The answer is YES, YES and YES for many 
radios manufactured after 1945 when manufacturers of elec- 
tronic components began printing Source Date Codes on 
them! Is this helpful in determining an antique radio's age? 
You bet it does! Let's take a better look at how it works. 


The Electronic Industries 
Association was found in 1924. 
Source Date Codes were used 
from that date on especially 
during and after the late 

1920's. However, EIA did not 
establish Source Date Codes as 
industry standard until after 
1945. They were used on 
potentiometers and speakers 
and gives us a more accurate 
age of the device they were 
used in! Sometimes manufactur- 
ers of electronic products would buy up 
components lasting them in their pro- 
duction for one, two or even three 
years. Sometimes comparing the Source 
Date Codes of potentiometers and 
speakers in the same electronic product 
may help. | am using a median of one 
year as a general but not accurate meas- 
ure in this article. Some manufacturer 
models and chassis were made for sever- 
al years or more. Source Date Codes 
make getting an approximate age of the 
electronic product, like the antique radio 
you have, more accurate but not pre- 
cise! Source Date Codes during the 
1940's through the 1950's have six dig- 
its. The first three are the code for the 
manufacuturer and the last three are for 
the week and year of production. Source 
Date Codes starting 1960 and most | 
recently, have seven digits. The first three | 
are the manufacuturer and the last four 
are the week and year of production.

| recently purchased several items at the 


Albuquerque Tailgate Swapfest on April 23. One of them was 
an Emerson model G-1705a Lifetimer Il AM/Clock radio. It was 
not listed in my collector's guide to tell me the original produc- 
tion starting year. | queried the AWA and Nostalgic Air Internet 
message forums and asked if anyone could tell me the first 
production year. | also requested a copy of the schematic and

parts list. One person answered and told me it was in Sams 
615-6 issued February, 1963. Therefore the first year of produc- 
tion for this model was 1962. But how many years did 
Emerson manufacture this model number? In the scheme of 
things, in what specific year was the one | had made? Was this 
asking too much? Apparently not. Another who responded 
gave me a hyperlink to research Source Date Codes on elec- 
tronic components. It was there that it became clear to me 
how to unravel the mystery of Source Date Codes. 


The first three or four digits in 
the SDC tell who the manufac- 
turer was. For example, any 
electronic component beginning 
with 106 is Allen-Bradley. A 
component beginning with 137 
is CTS Chicago Telephone 
Supply. CTS was a major elec- 
tronic component manufacturer 
and sub-contractor for many 
other companies including TRW. 
| remember while working at 
Electronic Parts Company in 
Albuquerque, our line of TRW 

products. Many of their resistor products, 
such as trimmer potentiometers and 

variable potentiometers had CTS 
stamped on them. The stamped part 
number began with 137! Of course 

TRW had their own part number as well. 


| noticed on the Emerson G-1705a that 
the tone control had a 1376404 number 
series stamped on its back. The 137 is 
the code for the manufacturer CTS 
(Chicago Telephone Supply). The 6404 is 
the code for manufacturing date of the 
fourth week of 1964. Since it would be 
highly unlikely that Emerson would have 
stocked parts for a year, | determined it 
was made during the year 1964! The 
speaker had a part number of 180263, 
but it turned out to be Emerson's part 
number, not the SDC. By the way, the 
speaker according to Sams 615-6 was 
manufactured by Quam. Can this SDC 
system be used elsewhere? ABSOLUTELY 


Source Date Code 285 is Rola 709 is the 9th week YES! These electronic components are 


common to many other electronic devices 

such as guitar amplifiers, TV's, etc. The 
website on the Internet for reading these SDCs is 
http:/www.provide.net/~cfh/pots.html. Enjoy the ability to date 
electronic products through the Source Date Code system! | 
will follow up this article with more Source Date Code research 
as it becomes available to me.

Gerard Scarano, “Jerry”, W1ZM, received his 75-Year Award from Joyce Anderson, K4EER, 
President of the Treasure Coast Chapter 48 at the Orlando Hamfest in February 2007. Jerry first 
learned about electrical circuits from old Popular Mechanics magazines. He learned to send code 
using the buzzer on his front door, and built up speed copying ships and ham radio operators. His 
first xmitter was built from old battery sets people had thrown away. It used a single 201A trans- 
mitter and a 2 tube receiver on 80m; 
later on, a pair of 245's in PPTNT, all 
this during his early years in 
Connecticut. All his early transmitters 
and amplifiers were home-brew. Gerard 
moved to Washington D.C. with the 
Navy in 1939, where he attended 
George Washington University School 
| of Engineering. He started working DX 
contests from a brick townhouse in 
f Georgetown with a KW station and 
me beams. He started a teenage Rotary 
} Club at his church with a club radio sta- 
tion, W3CLF. Gerard joined the 
Potomac Valley Radio Club, of which he 
is a past president. He became involved 
with Navy MARS in the early 60s and 
i retired from the Navy Department in 
1972 with 34 years service. After 
returning to Gales Ferry, Connecticut, 
he set up a Multi-op station with 6 tow- 
ers, running home-brew finals. These 
activities resulted in walls of his shack covered with certificates and plaques! He is a member of 
the ARRL, PVRC, QCWA and the Yankee Clipper Contest Club. Jerry took charge of the Navy 
MARS station K1SSN/NNNONBL at the Submarine base in Groton, CT, In 1972.

| was very pleased to receive your notice of my 75th year in ham radio. | was active until a few 
years ago when my antenna was cut down by the Super of my apartment house after a tenant 
complained of TVI. Since | am 88 years old and have become very hard of hearing, | didn't feel 
like protesting. | no longer can understand SSB or full band audio but | can still copy CW. | got my 
general ticket in 1932 when | was 13 years old. My first rig was an ARRL 199 peanut tube bread- 
board with which | contacted a station in New Jersey. That had all the excitement of the most 
exotic DX. | was most fortunate in becoming the mascot of the old Bronx Radio Club run by Frank 
Frimmerman, W2FZ in his basement. It was a marvelous venue for a beginner in Ham Radio. 
What a great bunch of guys. Some were pioneers of the spark gap days and many became 
prominent in Ham Radio. | can no longer recall names and calls, and some migrated to sunny 
climes—Florida and California; | lost my old log books after WW2. But | still recall with nostalgia, 
Ralph Cabinillas, Nat Bernstein, Nat Pfefter, Dave Talley and others, whose calls were notable on 
many bands, Nat Bernstein was a CW master who hovered around the world record and he 
worked with me until | copied about 45 wpm. | can still copy CW at more than 30 wpm- it stayed 
with me like riding a bicycle. The inner ear hair cells respond to pure frequencies, whereas audio 
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is gibberish. | should tell you that | am a medical doctor and a 
specialist in Ophthalmology. 

! served in the Big War as a battalion surgeon in the combat 
engineers in the Pacific where | discovered | could copy the signal 
lights on Navy ships as well as, or better, than the navy signalmen. 
| ran an aid station in the Philippines where | had a view of a big 
harbor loaded with ships, | commandeered a 12-inch searchlight 
from a navy CB detachment and shot the breeze with ships. | 
gave myself the call of GBI and quickly learned the naval gab. | 
got a bit nervous when a suspicious Shore Patro/ vehicle turned a 
light on me, but continued on. | decided to quit when a big ship 
called GB1 with a huge arc light, mistook me for harbor control. It 
was fun while it lasted. | had many fascinating experiences in the 
war which | incorporated in a life memoir, as yet unpublished. | 
have trained many Japanese investigators in my lab and | have 
often reflected on the ironies of war when their fathers and | 
might have wished each other dead. Indeed, on a lecture trip in 
Japan, one of my trainees referred to me as his “father.” 

My interest in Ham Radio had a powerful effect on my profes- 
sional career. | have devoted much of my professional life to med- 
ical research involving electrophysiologic studies of eye and brain 
with neurons communicating by chemical and electrical codes. 
Deciphering these codes is a lifetime task for scientists all over the 
world and has led to major medical advances. My own accom- 
plishments have been very minor but they have provided me great 
pleasure and satisfaction. | have published a few hundred medical 
papers and two books, and | am currently working on a novel. 

| have a photo of me and my station at age 14 which | could 
have duplicated. The rig used an 811 tube and drew an inch-long 
flame off the plate. | worked the world with it. My subsequent 
rigs were the Collins S line and the Drake C line with an L4B linear 
amplifier. The rig sits idle but | still listen on the bands and tickle 
the old vibroplex with stiffening fingers.

Along came WW2 and | read a short paragraph in QST stating 
that the WAR Dept. needed high speed radio operators at station 
WAR in Washington, DC. In December, 1941, | applied and was 
hired as a civilian operator.

In 1937, | went to sea 
as radio operator on the S.S. Lehigh. The transmitter was a 5 KW 
spark unit. | may have been the last operator to use spark.

We 
received special permission from the Federal Radio Bureau to use 
spark on our return voyage. | received B.S. degree from L.S.U. in 
1940. | spent five years as Naval Aviator in World War 2 as a Lt. 
Commander. After the war, | started my career in radio broadcast- 
ing which lasted for forty years. | was owner of WCNH, Quincy, 
FL; WMOP. Ocala, FL; and WBIX, Jacksonville, FL. In 1966 (or 
1967) | won the QCWA QSO Party. | was the first station to ever 
operate 160 meters from Guatemala. Callsign W48T was obtained 
in 1976. 


Barney Moffatt, W5CJZ 

Barney Moffatt, W5CUZ, one of the few surviving charter mem- 
bers of Chapter 41, is celebrating his 75th year as a licensed ama- 
teur radio operator, still possessing his original call. He married Lil 
Thomas in 1936 and in 1940 joined Mid-Continent Airlines in 
Kansas City as a Radio Operator. He later transferred to the 
Maintenance Department where he designed and built electronic 
test equipment used on the carrier's then state-of-the art aircraft, 
the Lockheed Lodestar. Following the hectic demands upon the 
carrier during WW IL he was transferred to California where he 
participated in the airline’s postwar transition to an all DC-3 air- 
line.

Bamey retired in 1979 but was subsequently called out of retire- 
ment, finally retiring after having worked 40 years in the airline 
business.

Q. Will just one station ID every 10 minutes always 
satisfy Section 97.119 (a)? 


A. Not in every instance. The station identification 
announcement must always be transmitted at the conclu- 
sion of a QSO or other communications. When it contin- 
ues for more than 10 minutes, obviously, the ID must also 
be transmitted at least every 10 minutes. 


Q. A local ham lodged a complaint with our club 
president about an upcoming club program 
announcement that | made on our 2 meter repeater. 
The announcement included the following descrip- 
tion of the upcoming program: 

1. It was to be about RF broadband wireless technol- 
ogy. 

2. The name and call sign of the presenter. 

3. The name of the broadband company with which 
the presenter has a pecuniary interest, but he does 
not reflect that when operating on the ham radio 
bands. 

I have no connection with the company, but the 
apparent perception was that mentioning the name 
of a company over the air as part of a radio club pro- 
gram was a violation of Section 97.113. (Comment?) 


A. Based on what you've explained, and if it passes the 11 
point smell test, there should be no the legitimate basis 
for that complaint. You can obtain a copy of the test by e- 
mail request to john@johnston.net. 


Q. | have seen “Red light Review Completed" on 
some FCC Admin pages where there is a pending 
application. What does this mean? 


A. It means that the applicant may have been assessed a 
monetary forfeiture (fine) by the FCC and it has not been 
paid. 

This “Red Light” rule implements the Debt Collection 
Improvement Act codified at Section 1.1910. It says that 
anyone seeking a benefit from the FCC who is delinquent 
in debt owed to the FCC will be unable to obtain a benefit 
until there is resolution of that delinquency. 


Q. How can a club obtain the call sign of a former 
member, now deceased, who has no living relatives? 


A. Unless the deceased left a written statement of consent 
in accord with recently revised Section 97.19(c)(3), they 
can only try for it under the first-come-first-served, by-list 
provision. 


Q. Could a transmitter that has been certified for 
Part 90 be modified and used on our ham bands? 


A. Yes. The modification, however, would de-certify it for 
use under Part 90, Private Land Mobile Radio Services. 


Q. Can an Amateur Radio vhf transceiver be modified 
to transmit outside the ham band and then used on 
a public safety channel such as fire or law enforce- 
ment? 


A. No. See Section 90.203. It says that certification of 
equipment is required for "...each transmitter utilized for 
operation under this part and each transmitter marketed 
as set forth in §2.803." A transmitter for our amateur 
service would not have that certification. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: The issue here for us is the threat that 
such activity carries. Obviously, our highly accommodating 
rules are irresistibly tempting to those who would misuse 
our privileges as the loophole whereby non-FCC-certified 
amateur service transmitters wind up being used in radio 
services where only certified transceivers are authorized. 
This could bring on unwanted regulation as the only prac- 
tical solution to curtailing such shady practices. 


Q. | was told to “Consult a VE” by both the League 
and the FCC when | inquired if a ham from Uruguay - 
but now a US citizen - was eligible for reciprocal 
privileges here. What is the answer? 

W3BE-O-GRAM: You are in luck: | just happen to be a 
VE with the Laurel ARC-VEC! 


A. The answer (no way) is in Section 97.107. It says, in 
pertinent part, that no citizen of the United States is eligi- 
ble for reciprocal operating authority. 
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The Rules Say... 


Q. | got a e-mail from a gentleman who is coming 
here from India. He has a ham license in India, and 
doesn't know if that's valid in the U.S. | know US 
licenses can be used in other countries as long as you 
follow their radio rules. | figured maybe the same 
was true in reverse, but not every country has the 
same agreements. HW? 


A. He is good to go. Access http://fcc.gov and search on 
“amateur reciprocal." You will see that India is on the 
reciprocal list. His authority is FCC Rules Section 97.107, 
Reciprocal operating authority. For the latest rules, search 
on “GPO e-CFR”. Then access Title 47, Volume 5 and Part 
97. 


Q. | know a lot of CW ops and digital ops who are 
not happy campers. Look out for the fallout. The CW 
nets and digital guys will be arguing over space. 
(Comment?) 


W3BE-O-GRAM: Many years ago, our amateur service 
community was led down this rocky “let’s have the gov- 
ernment divide up the bands into sub-bands for us" path- 
with-no-end that we are now traveling. No such plan 
could ever possibly satisfy anyone all of the time or every- 
one at any particular time. It can be but a compromise 
whereby someone is always unhappy. 

That's exactly what | predicted would happen in my fil- 
ing against all such nonsense in the Incentive Licensing 
proceeding over 40 years ago. The justification: to encour- 
age hams to upgrade — doesn’t cut it. Sub-bands do not 
cause hams to upgrade. Just ask any ham who hasn't 
done so. It is class-related call signs that cause hams to 
upgrade. Just ask any Group A call sign holder. Those who 
don’t learn from their mistakes are doomed to repeat 
them. Someone is probably working on a still sillier plan. 

The other justification: to segregate emission modes, also 
fails miserably. Our loss of flexibility is way too high a price 
to pay for regulating the otherwise uncooperative few. 


Q. Anyone thinking that it was a good thing to 
remove the requirement that the administering VEs 
or the VE session manager give public announcement 
of the location and time of each exam session is ask- 
ing for corruption. (Comment?) 


W3BE-O-GRAM: That remains to be seen. As long as 
the VEs do their job correctly, we'll be OK. 


Q. | have set up a Novice Historical Society webpage 
at www.Novice.bappy.com. | really enjoyed my years 
as a Novice. | have noticed when | get together with 
hams that they remember their novice time with a 
smile on their face. We need more smiles about ham 
radio. If we are happy and showing it, we will 
attract new hams. | see the site as a way to celebrate 
(and strengthen) ham radio. 


W3BE-O-GRAM: Congratulations on the nice site. My 
time as a KN2HHR during the Spring of 1954 was a very 
exciting experience. Sometimes | wish that | could rewind 
to that point and enjoy it all over again. 


Q. We reside in South Florida, but spend our sum- 
mers in New Jersey where | sign “W4[suffix] 
portable 2.” Can I dispense with this? 


A. Yes. The indicator “portable 2” is optional. Your 
assigned call sign is always required, of course. Section 
97.119(c) says: 

One or more indicators may be included with the call 
sign. Each indicator must be separated from the call 
sign by the slant mark (/) or by any suitable word that 
denotes the slant mark. If an indicator is self- 
assigned, it must be included before, after, or both 
before and after, the call sign. No self-assigned indi- 
cator may conflict with any other indicator specified 
by the FCC Rules or with any prefix assigned to 
another country. 


Q. There is confusion created by the Canadian opera- 
tors while operating in the USA. Unlike Europe, the 
USA requires the visiting Canadian to use their call 
followed by the USA prefix used as a suffix. For 
example, VE4XXX operating in New York would use 
VE4XXX/W2 (and also give the location/QTH). This 
apparently does cause confusion when the visiting 
Canadian station is Maritime Mobile and gives the 
additional MM suffix without an intervening "/" as 
VE4XXX/W2MM. Since “W2MM" is an issued USA 
call, this causes an identification conflict. The visitor 
should probably use VE4XXX/W2/MM in this 
instance. Comment? 


A. Yes, to the /W2 part; Yes, to the multiple indicators; 
No, to the /MM part. The prefix “MM” is assigned to 
Scotland and fails the “prefix assigned to another coun- 


try” test. See www.ac6v.com/prefixes.htm. 


Q. | say that any idle repeater that gives an ID peri- 
odically is broadcasting. What do you say? 


A. | say, “Read our rules and heed our rules.” First off, 
“broadcasting,” as used in our rules, is defined in Section 
97.3(a)(10) as “Transmissions intended for reception by the 
general public, either direct or relayed.” No one is going 
to swallow that the repeater ID is transmitted for reception 
by the general public. 

Section 97.119(a) says that each amateur station, with 
exceptions not relevant here, must transmit its assigned 
call sign on its transmitting channel for the purpose of 
clearly making the source of the transmissions from the 
station known to those receiving the transmissions. When 
the repeater transmits its station identification announce- 
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The Rules Say... 


ment during periods that it is not simultaneously retrans- 
mitting the transmission of another amateur station on a 
different channel or channels (definition of a repeater in 
Section 97.3(a)), it is obviously engaged in transmitting a 
one-way communication. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: Catch 22 - The ID announcement 
itself is the one-way communication. 


Q. What is the maximum transmitter power author- 
ized for Earth-Moon-Earth transmissions? 


A. There are no special accommodations for E-M-E in our 
rules. See Section 97.313 for our transmitter power stan- 
dards. No station may transmit with a transmitter power 

exceeding 1.5 kW PEP. 


Q. Our VE Team has been asked if they can adminis- 
ter an exam to a convicted felon. Can they? 


A. There is no rule that would prevent your VE team from 
administering the examinations. 


Q. When our VE sessions are announced, it is always 
mentioned to bring any CSCEs or licenses as proof of 
credit for certain elements passed. | was pondering 
that a printout from the FCC database or ARRL data- 
base showing the license held and expiration date 
would have the sufficient information to prove the 
license held. What do the rules say? 


A. Section 97.505(a) says that the administering VEs must 
give credit as specified to an examinee holding any of cer- 
tain license grants or license documents. Your license grant 
is shown on the FCC ULS database. If an Internet-connect-

| first became aware of the QCWA 
as a teenager in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota in the late 40s. My dad 
would bring home Popular Mechanics, 
Popular Science and Mechanics Illustrated 
magazines and give them to me when he 
was done with them. One time he brought 
home a magazine called QST. A friend of 
my dad was Leonard Foard, WONYO, and 
he must have told dad about the magazine. 
| studied every page many times over and 
still remember the QCWA ad with its logo 
with the old man pounding the key and the 
ad with the neat Harvey Wells Band Master 
transmitter. 

My next introduction to the QCWA 
was in the early 60s while working in Cedar 
Rapids, lowa. John Dinter, KOJA (SK), one 
of the local 6-meter gang came in my office 
at work and asked if | would join the 
QCWA as he was going to activate or start 
a local QCWA chapter and needed mem- 
bers. | remembered the QCWA ad that said 
you had to be licensed for 25 years to join. 
| told John that | had been licensed for only 
10 years and not eligible. He must have 
thought | had been licensed longer because 
of my WO call as most of the 6-meter gang 
had KO calls. A few had a WO prefix and 
they were old timers licensed before the 
WW2. | don't know what happened about 
starting a local QCWA chapter. It must have 
been the start of lowa Chapter 123. 

The third time QCWA came to my 
notice was in fall of 1991 at the ARRL 
South Dakota State Convention in 
Watertown. | was to meet with an old 
Minnesota friend, Everett Hoard, NONVQ. 
Everett was now living in Lehr, ND and was 
WOHPS in the early 50s but let his license 
expire and wanted to take the general writ- 
ten test in Watertown. He passed the 13 
wpm code and technician test in Phoenix 
and then was issued a technician class call 
and wanted to use the 13 wpm CSCE 
before it had expired. He passed the 
General test and was to meet the wife and 
| at the Saturday night banquet in front of 
the banquet room in the headquarters 
hotel. The wife and | were staying about a 
block away. 

The wife and | got to the banquet 
lobby early and found an empty room with 
a portable bar. We each got a drink and sat 
down in the nice stuffed chairs. The lobby 
was still empty when the wife asked me 
about my WOOFY call as she had only seen 
KO, WAO and NO calls on the name badges 
in the indoor flea market. | explained that 
when the WOs and KOs were used up the 


FCC then went to WAO, WBO etc. the NO 
calls were issued to technician class licens- 
es. Just then two old timers walked in, 
looked around and then got their drinks. 
The pair looked like Laurel and Hardy. | told 
the wife that these two fellows must have 
WO calls. | invited them over to our area 
and introduced myself and my wife. 

These guys were from Sioux City, lowa 
and soon joined by a Big fellow from 
Minnesota with his wife. All had WO calls. 
My friend, Everett arrived as the lobby was 
getting full. Another fellow joined our 
group and was the ARRL Dakota Division 
Director. The ARRL Director had a WO call 
but was a W6 a few years before. These 
fellows must be ARRL big wigs. 

The banquet doors were opened and 
the mad rush was on. | told Everett and the 
wives that | would get in as fast as | could 
and get a table for the four of us. | did find 
an empty table far away from the head 
table. When Everett and the wives arrived | 
said | had better use the restroom and to 
save a seat for me. As | walked out | saw 
Laurel and Hardy walking around near the 
head table. When | returned the room was 
full and with everybody seated and found 
my table full. Yes Laurel, Hardy and the Big 
fellow were seated at our table. This was 
quite a pleasant surprise that they joined 
us. Everybody introduced themselves and 
this time | found out just who they were: 


LAUREL — Al Smith, WOPEX (SK) 

QCWA Chapter 123, Secretary/Treasurer. 
HARDY — Dick Pitner, WOFZO (SK) 

3900 Club, Secretary/Treasurer. 
Big Fellow from Minnesota — Bill Ogden, 
WOKHG, QCWA Chapter 8 net control. 


Al, WOPEX, asked me if | knew John Dinter, 
KOA, at Collins. | said “yes | knew John." 
Al then said that he and John started 
Chapter 123 along with other old timers. 
He also said that Dinter and Al were both 
part time salesmen for a Radio/Electronics 
study course company. | remember that 
John was involved and must have been the 
Eastern lowa representative in Cedar Rapids 
and Al, WOPEX, must have been the 
Western lowa representative in Sioux City. 
Al asked if | was interested in joining the 
QCWA and | must have said yes and asked 
“what do they do?” He told me about the 
QCWA and Chapter 123 and said to listen 
in next Saturday morning at 7:30 am. 
WOKHG then gave me his Chapter 8 fre- 
quency and invited me to listen in at 8am, 
right after Chapter 123. | never heard of 


“Chapters On The Air” before. Dick , 
WOFZO, also invited me to join in the 3900 
Club activity at 8 am on Sunday mornings. | 
didn’t have a working HF transmitter yet 
but was working getting my Collins KWS1 
operating and didn’t have a 75-meter 
antenna. | did have plenty of receivers and 
listened in to Chapter 123 and Chapter 8 
the next Saturday using my tower by shunt 
feeding it as the antenna. 

Both Chapters On The Air nets were 
interesting and the people were interested 
in the net controls reports about the 
Watertown activities. | was very impressed 
with the Chapters On The Air activity and It 
was my first real introduction to the QCWA 
and its activities. The Chapters On The Air 
program is a very nice way to get to know 
hams. | was born and raised in Minnesota 
and the people at Collins said | had a 
Scandinavian accent. The hams on the 
Chapter 8 net also had the same accent. A 
month or so later WOPEX sent me the 
QCWA membership and Chapter 123 appli- 
cation forms. | joined the QCWA and 
Chapter 123 in late 1991 or very early 
1992. | finally got on the air some time in 


' 1992 with the KWS1 and an inverted Vee 
-antenna and then joined Chapter 8 because 


the Chapter Treasurer, WOTHM, Doug (sk), 
was on the net and invited me to join, It 
was good hearing the news from the “old 
country” and they were very interested in 
my activities at Collins Radio. 

Chapters On The Air is a very impor- 
tant activity in the QCWA club. It keeps 
members together with common interests. 
It is the way | got started in the QCWA. All 
active members have-contact with the 
QCWA activities via the Journal and some 
check into their local chapter net. 

My son Frank, NOSFF, takes me and his 
friends to Dayton every year. | started going 
in 1994 and have been there every year 
since. | make the crew attend the Dayton 
QCWA Chapier 9 banquet since | started 
going. | hope the crew will join the QCWA 
when they get to the 25-year mark. | may 
not be around to see them join but | am 
trying to get these kids introduced to the 
“Old Timers”. Frank has about 12 years to 
go. 

| have been the net control of Chapter 
8, Upper Midwest net since WOKHZ had a 
stroke a few years ago. We meet at 8 am 
every Saturday on 3909 kHz plus or minus 
1 kHz.

Opened in 1994 in the 
historic 1930's-era Air Force Hanger No. 1 at the former 
Lowry Air Force Base, it has an extensive collection and 
archive, including a radio room and a full-sized mock-up 
of a manned space station crew module (perfect for a 
working OSCAR/Space Station/Shuttle radio station). 

The museum is Denver's newest historical and educa- 
tional facility, and is dedicated to education, science, 
mathematics, technology, the rich history of flight in the 
Rocky Mountain region, and to teach the younger genera- 
tion about the science of aviation and space travel. With 
over 30 aircraft and other special exhibits, there is some- 
thing of interest in the Museum for everyone. Military air- 
craft, from a B-1A Lancer to a vintage B-18A Bolo, plus 
various home-builts, sail planes, restorations, and repro- 
ductions are the centerpiece of this educational venue. 
With the exception of the Museum's B-52B, which has a 
place of honor at the front door to greet visitors, all air- 
craft are displayed indoors in a climate controlled environ- 
ment. 

In addition to the aircraft on display, the Museum is

President Dave Parks, 
VE3AV, chairing the meeting, extended thanks and appre- 
ciation for service to the Chapter to retiring executive 
board members Ernie Brown, VA3OEB, and Jim Dean,

The guest speaker for the evening was Rick Bandla, 
VE3CVG, a Chapter 70 member, whose topic was the 
new D-Star (Digital Smart Technologies for Amateur Radio) 
digital radio communication system originally developed 
by the Japan Amateur Radio League. Along with his many 
years of professional work experience in the telecommuni- 
cation field, Rick’s amateur radio experience also encom- 
passes his present endeavor at the Ottawa Amateur Radio 
Digital Group (OARDG) as a project leader for the imple- 
mentation of D-Star in Ottawa. 

There are several D-STAR repeater installations in 
Canada and in the USA, and a rapidly growing number 
of users. The Ottawa D-STAR system, callsign VASODG, 
includes digital 1.2kb data/digital voice repeaters on 2m, 
70cm, and 23cm as well as a 128kb/s digital data radio 
on 23cm. The OARDG implementation team expects to 
have their repeaters operational in Apri] 2007. The gate- 
way equipment, which will enable network connection 
beyond the Ottawa area, will be operational in May 
2007. 

D-STAR uses less bandwidth than FM voice repeaters 
and includes a simultaneous data stream. D-STAR radios 
have numerous features that make use of the data. Some 
of these features include callsign display; callsign activat- 
ed audio, emergency and break-in calling, latitude/longi-

tude display of the far station. The D-STAR Gateway per- 
mits worldwide connectivity via the internet and also adds 
features such as digital APRS and short message service. 
Applications will be added as they become available. D- 
STAR systems can be built using commercial or homebrew 
equipment and software. 

D-STAR uses a codec known as AMBE® for Advanced 
Multi-Band Excitation and the voice signal is transmitted at 
3600 bits/second (3.6 kbps). Terminal emulation software 
or a web browser can provide additional processing 
(beyond the radio features) of the data portion of the D- 
STAR signal at the radio end. Other features can be devel- 
oped and installed in the gateway computer normally 
associated with one or more repeaters. Assisting Rick in 
his presentation was Chapter member Ken Asmus, 
VA3KA, also a member of the OARDG.

The applicant should include with each application, a state- 
ment in his/her own words that the contacts are true and 
correct and were made in accordance with both the ama- 
teur regulatory requirements for his country of residence 
and the QCWA requirements as set forth for the Award. 


There is a fee of $2.00 USD for applicants (check, cash, or 
money order only. No credit cards or stamps are accept 
ed.) Award certificates will be gratis to stations outside 
North America but donations to defray postage/handling 
will be gratefully accepted.

A Journalistic History of The Life and Times in Amateur Radio of George Hart, WI1NJM

were held at the fair grounds in Haddam Neck, Conn. This 

was a great location, plenty of room, completely aban- 
doned when we used it but full of all kinds of facilities, and the 
rent for the weekend was reasonable in 1949. The rent jumped 
to a much higher figure in 1950, so we determined to seek 
another location. John Cann, W1RWS, and | were delegated to 
find a good rent-free FD location. We visited several prospec- 
tive sites, none of which suited us, until we chanced on Dennis 
Hill State Park in northwestern Conn., not far from Norfolk 
(which they pronounced Norfork). | remember clearly our visit 
to Dennis Hill. We stopped at the ranger's house at the 
entrance and inquired. He was very friendly, an elderly (perhaps 
60) veteran with bad lungs. He freely assented to show us “the 
lodge" at the top of the hill. We walked up a winding gravel 
but well-maintained road that spiraled up the hill through small 
trees and shrubbery (turned out to be laurel) until suddenly, 
making a turn near the top, the "lodge" came into view. John 
and | exchanged "this is it!" glances before we even began to 
realize what we were in for. The so-called lodge was a massive 
wooden structure of unique design with a domed top on 
which was an observation platform from which could be seen 
all the surrounding hills and valleys. The elevation was only 
1620 feet but this was higher than many of the surrounding 
hills. The interior contained a large circular area surrounded by 
a dozen or so alcoves. Our forester guide explained it was 
designed like an English wool market. A massive fireplace dom- 
inated an area on the inside perimeter. An ornate chandelier 
hung from the high cone-shaped ceiling, complete with incan- 
descent bulbs. Through an archway into an extension off one 
side was a glassed-in area with another fireplace. Our guide 
explained that the lodge had been built near the turn of the 
century by a wealthy doctor whose name was Dennis, who had 
used the place to entertain visitors and that many a "bash" 
had taken place on this hilltop. When the doctor died he had 
willed the property to the state, but by that time the lodge was 
in bad repair, The state had improved it somewhat and opened 
it to the public in the daytime, but it was closed at night to 
prevent vandalism. 

When we explained to him the purpose of our visit he said 
that he didn't see any problem, he was sure he could get per- 
mission to open the place to us for our Field Day in June (1951) 
but the public would have access during the day and the gate 
would be locked at night. An electric line existed to the lodge, 
but Mr. Saunders (I just remembered his name) said it hadn't 
been used for years and he didn't know if it was intact. | said 
we didn't really need electricity but water would be helpful. 
There was a kitchen in the upper reaches of the lodge with a 
cold water tap and an outdoor faucet The kitchen was never

used but he thought there was still some gas in the propane 
tank and maybe we could use it. He was skeptical about the 
plumbing, but if we decided to use the lodge for our "picnic" 
he would try turning on the electricity and the kitchen stove to 
see if they still worked and let us know. John and | tried to 
explain what Amateur Radio Field Day was all about and he 
became very much interested, promised complete cooperation 
within his responsibilities as ranger. 

John and | reported our find at the next club meeting with 
enthusiasm and it was decided that a complete investigation 
would take place with the aim of using the lodge for our 
installation, with high expectancy of posting the winning score 
in our class in the 1951 Field Day from atop Dennis Hill. This 
was the beginning of a span of about 15 years when we had 
Field Day on Dennis Hill. The first year, 1951, | was designated 
field day chairman with nearly dictatorial powers; but my lead- 
ership qualities were not up to this kind of an operation. | 
devised a complete organizational plan of specialized commit- 
tees in three phases. The first phase would be preparatory, the 
second phase operational, and the third phase post-FD, with 
committees and committee chairmen for each phase. 
Somewhere in my old CWA records | probably have a copy of 
that plan and will incorporate it as an appendix if | find it But 
alas, the plan didn't operate as intended and our first planned 
FD became as much a hodge-podge as the ones at Haddam 
Neck had been, if not more so, Things came up that had not 
been planned for. We milled around with indecision and confu- 
sion, we had to adopt expediencies because of failures of com- 
mittees to perform their expected functions or refusal of indi- 
viduals to do things they didn't want to do. | made myself 
highly unpopular with some of the members by trying to act 
the dictator they had appointed me for. Our post mortem 
declared the Field Day a limited success but we thoroughly dis- 
cussed its shortcomings and started planning almost immedi- 
ately for our 1952 Field Day. 

Those first few years at Dennis Hill are memorable from 
many standpoints. | have a couple of boxes of old CWA 
records, most of them having to do with FD, and a thorough 
research through them, supplemented by personal memories, 
would reveal many interesting incidents. | have not undertaken 
such research (limitations of time and health) but would like to 
ramble through the reaches of memory, some of it probably 
inaccurate as to detail or chronology. If | had undertaken this 
work 20 years or so ago, near the time of my retirement, | 
probably would have had the energy to do more research to 
supplement and pinpoint the memories. However, | will dwell 
here on a few of them. 

As | recall, | served as FD chairman for the first two or three 
years at Dennis Hill, during which time we had a close relation- 
ship with Mr. Saunders, the ranger who lived in the house at 
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the park entrance and through him with the State Park and 
Forest Commission. But about the third year of our occupancy 
Mr. Saunders passed away and the commission told us that 
Dennis Hill was being opened to the public and we could no 
longer have exclusive occupancy on FD weekend nights. This 
was a devastating decision, since we had become so enamored 
of the place. The commission suggested several other state 
parks as possible alternatives, saying it had special plans for 
Dennis Hill and could no longer accommodate us there. So the 
search began. 

We finally decided on Haystack Mountain. The ranger there 
told us that it was slightly higher than Dennis Hill and there 
was an abandoned stone tower there that we could possibly 
use as a shelter for our equipment. We inspected the "tower, " 
found it so run down as to be uninhabitable even for a week- 
end. The ranger than suggested an abandoned NYA camp at 
the foot of the mountain. There were several wooden build- 
ings, unused for several years, but he said they were in usable 
condition with a little cleaning and fixing up and offered us 
some tools and whatever personal time he could spare to assist 
us. The latter turned out to be almost nil. The buildings were 
indeed in bad repair, the whole area was overgrown with 
weeds and saplings, but it was arguably the best of the many 
other prospective sites investigated so we set to work. It was 
one of our less productive Field Days. Our club generator, 
which never worked really well, anyway, became totally inoper- 
ative and we found ourselves without emergency (or any other 
kind) of power. We finally obtained the loan of a small portable 
Park Commission generator and used it for the duration of the 
exercise, but much operating time was lost in transporting it 
from the ranger's house to the site. The weeds growing luxuri- 
ously throughout the site were of the kind whose pollen | was 
most allergic to - mostly grass having grown knee-high because 
the place had received no maintenance for years. My nasal pas- 
sages clogged up tight, | sneezed continuously, my eyes 
watered and filled with mucous, my head ached. As the sup- 
posed “boss" of the operation | was thus severely handicapped 
and of very short temper when my detailed planning was not 
carried out. In the middle of Saturday night | sought relief by 
taking the road to the highest point on Haystack Mountain, 
but the relief was minimal. Our Field Day at the Haystack loca- 
tion was so fraught with problems that we determined never 
to go there again and to urgently seek permission to return to 
Dennis Hill. 

During our several contacts with rangers of the Connecticut 
Park and Forest Commission we received nothing but the finest 
cooperation and consideration. Mr. Saunders, the ranger at 


Haystack whose name is long forgotten, and Mr. Pilbin, the 
ranger who replaced Saunders at Dennis Hill, were friendly and 
helpful to the extreme. The bosses who sat behind desks at the 
commission's offices in Hartford were somewhat short of this, 
but a delegation from CWA visited there during the winter to 
plead our case for return to Dennis Hill. 

This delegation was headed by John Doremus, W1EDA, one 
of our newer members who made a definite impact on CWA, 
served as president and FD manager. John, originally from New 
Jersey, had taken a job as general manager of The Cardwell 
Company in Plainville. He was a down-to-earth electronics 
genius who had been a personal friend of mine, and my broth- 
er Ed, W3NF, since his undergraduate days at Lafayette 
College. John graduated from Lafayette the same year | gradu- 
ated from Penn State (1936). He also had a master's degree 
(EE) from M.1.T. As a spokesman for our cause he was all but 
irresistible and from a start of extreme skepticism on the part 
of the commission spokesman we left with provisional written 
permission to occupy the glass-enclosed wing of the lodge for 
the 24-hour period of the Field Day but not the rest of the 
interior; and of course we promised to leave the premises in 
the same condition in which we found it or better. When we 
presented Mr. Pilbin with our written authorization he told us 
he could have let us in without it, that the reason we weren't 
supposed to use the main part of the lodge was because the 
wood flooring was beginning to deteriorate in places. He said 
he would open the entire lodge for us. The water line from the 
ranger's residence to the lodge had burst and was unusable, 
but he promised to deliver as much water as we needed in 
large sterilized G! cans. The electric line was operative but the 
interior wiring in the lodge was defective and could not be 
used - but this was not a problem, because we ran the entire 
activity on "emergency" power, usually a gasoline-driven gen- 
erator. In later years we entered the ten-watt class and used 
batteries. 

Mr. Pilbin was a much younger man than Saunders had 
been and we quickly established close rapport with him during 
the next several years of our use of Dennis Hill for our Field Day 
operations. We called him Jay (whether that was his real first 
name or an initial I'm not sure) and during our FD weekends 
he often helped us get set up. We suffered a few curious visi- 
tors during the daytime but never at night. Often during late 
night hours Jay Pilbin visited us, either to bring us supplies or 
to observe the operation, or both. He became very much inter- 
ested, almost a part of the group and volunteered a great deal 
of personal help which | am sure was far beyond his function 
as ranger. 

The CWA Field Day operations on Dennis Hill are a major 
memory of my career as an amateur radio enthusiast. Normally 
| have never been afflicted by a compulsion for personal 
aggrandizement. My personal participation in most ARRL con- 
tests or other competitive operations was on a token basis. But 
FD was different. This was a group exercise, and in my group, 
the CWA, composed of many amateurs who were interested in 
personal glory, maximum effort with the objective of winning 
was paramount. We conducted an intra-club competition to 
satisfy the lust for personal achievement and on several occa- 
sions challenged other clubs to compete with us. The aspect of 
“team effort" appealed to my competitive instinct, which was 
why | volunteered to be FD chairman during those several early 
years and why | so willingly yielded the chairmanship in later 
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years to members | felt could do a better job. 

Planning for FD was usually a major part of our semi- 
monthly meetings at members’ homes. Every year something 
new was tried. One thing that surfaced as far back as the 
Haddam Neck operations was the use of more than one trans- 
mitter in a single-transmitter entry. The rule was that entry in, 
for example, the single-transmitter class prohibited simultane- 
ous transmission by more than one transmitter. The rule, of 
course, did not prohibit bringing more than one transmitter to 
FD to be used in case the primary transmitter broke down, but 
was interpreted to mean that only one operating position 
should be set up and operated at a time. In our early CWA 
Field Days, because we had only a few operators, we operated 
in the one-transmitter class and followed this interpretation of 
the rules. But then we discovered that the reason the "South 
Chowder" group was beating us every year was that they were 
setting up two positions and operating them simultaneously, 
only making sure that no two transmitters were emitting at the 
same time. Thus, while operators at one position were trans- 
mitting, those at another position could be tuning for another 
contact on a different band, which contact could take place

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immediately when those at me other position were finished, at 
which time those at the first position could be "fishing" while 
the second contact was taking place. 

We felt that this procedure violated the intent of the rule, 
but the rules committee at ARRL upheld it as within the rules. 
So, in a spirit of "if you can't lick 'em; join ‘em," at our second 
Haddam Neck Field Day we set up two complete operating 
positions and operated them in this manner. The problem then 
arose as to how the operator at Position 1 would know 
whether or not the operator at Position 2 was transmitting, 
and vice versa. Rod Newkirk invented the “beer can" signal 
method. When one of the operators had his beer can in sight it 
meant that he was transmitting, so the operator at the other 
position must only listen until the beer can was removed, at 
which time the second operator put up his beer can if he had a 
contact lined up. If neither beer can was up, either operator 
could transmit. This system worked well except when one of 
the operators, in the frantic chase to make contacts, would for- 
get to remove his beer can when he was through transmitting, 
resulting in some shouting back and forth between positions 
and, on several instances which were ignored, simultaneous 
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transmissions from both transmitters, thus violating the rule or 
putting us in the two-transmitter class. |, as the “Honest John" 
of the club, protested that we must change our entry class in 
view of the violations, but was laughed down by a majority 
who opined that the South Lyme group must have run into the 
same problem but never changed their entry. 

Before our first Field Day at Dennis Hill | pondered this 
question and devised the first device to insure that between 
two operating positions no two of them could be transmitting 
simultaneously. | am not the inventive type when it comes to 
technical things, but this device was so simple that anyone 
could have come up with it. It consisted on a SPDT relay with 
an open contact when the relay was not energized and a 
closed contact when it was. The primary operating position key 
was connected to the relay coil so that when its key was closed 
the primary transmitter was keyed - and of course when using 
phone the contact remained closed during emission, making 
operation of the secondary transmitter impossible. When the 
primary transmitter was not being thus activated and the relay 
was in the open position, then and only then could the sec- 
ondary transmitter be operated. Thus it was impossible for 
both transmitters to be operated simultaneously. 

The only trouble with this arrangement was that the opera- 
tor at the primary position had control whenever he wanted it, 
while the secondary position could make contacts only when 
the primary position was not activated. Moreover, when the 
secondary operator was in the middle of a contact the primary 
operator could cut him off at any time; thus some kind of sig- 
nal between them was still necessary, and sometimes tempers 
flared. When John Doremus attended his first CWA Field Day 
he studied this arrangement and decided that a much more 
sophisticated device could be constructed making it unneces- 
sary to have primary and secondary positions. When he had 
completed construction of the device he demonstrated it to us. 
It was a box containing a number of tubes and relays with two 
sets of leads coming out of it and jacks for plugging in keys or 
microphone. Each set of leads had a terminus containing but- 
tons and signal lights to control two transmitters. When one of 
the transmitters was being used a signal light would so indicate 
at the other transmitter's terminus. All the operator had to do 
was look at his signal light to see if the other position was 
being used; if not, he could go ahead. If so, he would have to 
wait until the light went off. So far, this was little improvement 
over my primitive invention. But it had one big advantage. If 
one of the operators found himself in danger of losing a con- 
tact because the other position was in use, he could “crash" 
the control line by pushing a button installed on the terminus 
for this purpose. 

The use of this device was so successful that John built 
another one with three sets of leads, making it possible for 
three complete operating positions to be used in the single 
transmitter class. Because of the multiple leads coming out of 
these two boxes we called the device an "octopus." So on one 
of our subsequent FD operations we decided to go into the 2- 
transmitter class and operate from 5 positions, using the 3-ter- 
minal octopus on one, the two-terminal octopus on the other. 
John, never satisfied, even proposed to construct a four-termi- 
nal octopus so that four operating positions could be used in 
the single-transmitter class. | thought this was going too far, 
that use of such a device was too heavy a tax on human toler- 
ance and temper. 


As it turned out, even the three-terminal octopus was too 
much for operator tolerance. John himself proved this in our 
first two-transmitter five-operating-position Field Day. John was 
a good CW operator, but on one of his shifts he was 
"crashed" by one of the other operators so many times that, in 
a rage, he armed himself with a pair of diagonal cutters and 
cut the crash lines on all three leads of the octopus he was on. 
During the post mortem of that FD, which was not one of our 
best, we kidded him about it and he ruefully admitted he had 
lost his temper when one of the other operators crashed him 
repeatedly when he was in the middle of a contact. The three- 
transmitter octopus was never again used on three transmit- 
ters, but it worked just as well on two transmitters by leaving 
one of the control lines vacant, and on subsequent FD's we 
made out very well with the two 2-transmitter octopuses 
(octopi?). 

John then proposed to work on a device that would permit 
operation of any number of transmitters in a single-transmitter 
class by interrupting each signal at such a high audio frequency 
that the ripple effect on the signal would hardly be noticed, 
but that technically no two of the emitted signals would be on 
the air at the same time. He insisted that theoretically this was 
possible and he wanted to prove it was practical as well. Here 
again | felt that such a practice, even if possible, was contrary 
to the intent of the rules, and he reluctantly agreed with me 
and never started building it. But John Doremus was a veritable 
dynamo of energy. Coupled with his genius, this made him 
very much man. From GM at Cardwell he went on to several 
other executive positions, even owned one electronics company 
by buying it after he had rescued it from bankruptcy. At one 
time he bought an old bus and made it into a family camper, 
brought it to one of our Field Days after he had left 
Connecticut. At one of his residences in New Jersey he installed 
several thousands of dollars worth of surplus WWII equipment, 
installed it in an outbuilding, modernized it, then operated it 
only for a few weeks before becoming involved in an entirely 
different venture. His wife. Dotty, was as much an innovator as 
he was, and together they made quite a pair. They had two 
children named Jack and Jill, both of whom at a very early age 
showed many of their parents’ characteristics. Being a very par- 
tial to little girls, | remember one time while riding in John's 
camper with his family, Jill climbed on my lap, snuggled down 
and went to sleep. She was about three years old. Prior to that 
she had hardly taken notice of me, and when | expressed sur- 
prise her mother told me that Jill, when she got sleepy, simply 
appropriated the nearest lap. "Don't all children do that?” 
John also flew his own airplane, crash landed in West Virginia 
in a storm, escaped with relatively minor injuries but one of his 
passengers, a close friend, was killed. For a while, although the 
crash was not entirely his fault, it dimmed his energy, but not 
for long. However, his boundless pace of life finally caught up 
with him and he died at a relatively early age. I'll never forget 
John Doremus.

TABLE SAW: A large stationary power tool 
commonly used to launch wood projectiles for 
testing wall integrity. 


HYDRAULIC FLOOR JACK: Used for lowering 
an automobile to the ground after you have 
installed your new brake shoes, trapping the 
jack handle firmly under the bumper. 


EIGHT-FOOT LONG YELLOW PINE 2X4: 
Used for levering an automobile upward off of 
a trapped hydraulic jack handle. 


TWEEZERS: A tool for removing wood splin- 
ters and wire wheel wires. 


E-Z OUT BOLT AND STUD EXTRACTOR: A 
tool ten times harder than any known drill bit 
that snaps neatly off in bolt holes thereby end- 
ing any possible future use. 


RADIAL ARM SAW: A large stationary power 
saw primarily used by most shops to scare 
neophytes into choosing another line of work. 


TWO-TON ENGINE HOIST: A too! for testing 
the maximum tensile strength of everything 
you forgot to disconnect. 


CRAFTSMAN 1/2 x 24-INCH SCREWDRIV- 
ER: A very large pry bar that inexplicably has 
an accurately machined screwdriver tip on the 
end opposite the handle. 


AVIATION METAL SNIPS: See hacksaw. 


TROUBLE LIGHT: The home mechanic's own 
tanning booth. Sometimes called a drop light, it 
is a good source of vitamin D, "the sunshine 
vitamin," which is not otherwise found under 
cars at night. Health benefits aside, its main 
purpose is to consume 40-watt light bulbs at 
about the same rate that 105mm howitzer 
shells might be used during, say, the first few 
hours of the Battle of the Bulge.

HAMMER: Originally employed as a weapon 
of war, the hammer nowadays is used as a 
kind of divining rod to locate the most expen- 
sive parts adjacent the object we are trying to 
hit. Women primarily use it to make gaping 
holes in walls when hanging pictures. 


MECHANIC'S KNIFE: Used to open and slice 
through the contents of cardboard cartons 
delivered to your front door; works particularly 
well on contents such as seats, vinyl records, 
liquids in plastic bottles, collector magazines, 
refund checks, and rubber or plastic parts. 
Especially useful for slicing work clothes, but 
only while in use.

RACES and Those Warm Spring Nights 


When | first took to the airwaves, | was typical of most 
newbies. | wanted to be part of everything. | wanted to 
try everything and | wanted to join everything. So it was 
that | quickly signed up as a member of both our area 
AREC and RACES operations. RACES was particularly 
interesting because it gave a ham a separate and quasi- 
secret identity. These were the days of the Cold War. 
Nuclear annihilation was openly talked about by the 
politicos of the era. And back in the late ‘50s to be a 
RACES member in the city of New York meant keeping 
your RACES identity secret, except for one hour a week 
during approved drills. 


When looked at by todays standards, the whole thing 
was quite asinine. You joined RACES to become an 
unpaid public servant. In exchange you were given a 
New York City "RACES ID Number," but you could not 
tell anyone that number belonged to you for fear that 
some spy from the Soviet Union might find out. 


Never mind that no self-respecting spy would be inter- 
ested in a bunch of kids and old men with nothing bet- 
ter to do than play with radios. And, | guess nobody in 
the chain of command gave thought that even a 7 watt 
six meter transmitter could be heard on television sets as 
far as several miles away. No. the cloak of silence was in 
place and it was the sworn duty of us RACES operators 
to defend the secrecy of our numbered identification to 
our last breath. 


In those days, New York City RACES operated under the 
callsign W2NEM. | have no idea whose call that was. All | 
cared about was that from 8 to 9 PM EST every Thursday 
night my name and my FCC issued WA2HVK call sign dis- 
appeared as | took on the identity of W2NEM 219. For 60 
minutes each week | was a defender of America with my 
twenty dollar ham radio station. Each practice message, 
was sent word by word, each word repeated two or three 
times. In my heart | knew | was definitely holding back 
the flow of communism and would keep it from ever 
reaching our shore. Then came reality spelled T-V-1. 


Let’s call my first TV| complainant Miss Betty. Betty was 
about 36 years old and a spinster. If memory serves me 
correctly, she was one of those people who did not inter- 
face very well with the rest of our block's mini-society. 
While she had grown up in the same apartment where 
she still lived, Betty was kind of an enigma to the rest of 
us. All we knew is that she lived with her mother and 
went to college. 


It was about 8:15 on a spring evening. | was just finishing 
up my RACES practice message of the week when the 
phone rang. My mother said it was our neighbor, Miss 
Betty. She was calling to complain that | was interfering 
with her TV set on channel 2. | told mom to tell Betty 
that | was completing my RACES net commitment and 
would not be transmitting again until after the 11 PM 
news was over. | figured that would be that. | always kept 
my part of the bargain, except when DX was in. 


By way of historical note, on school days, | would operate 
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“GEEKS”

in the afternoon, do my homework and | always 
watched the 11 pm local news on WNBC. Then | would 
go on the air for a half hour and then go to sleep. For 
about two years, you could set your watch by my on- 
the-air operating schedule. 


The variation came on weekends. Like most teenage 
hams, | would turn on my rig as soon as | woke up and 
it would remain on, tuned to our local calling frequency 
of 50.4 MHz. On Friday and Saturday that might be as 
late as 4 or 5 AM the following morning. Not that | was 
on the air all that time. Rather, the radio was my inter- 
com to my friends and we would mainly start chatting 
after prime-time television ended and continue until we 
passed out from sheer exhaustion. 


And so it was on a Sunday afternoon a few weeks later 
that Miss Betty approached me and my father as he, his 
friend Charlie, and |, were sitting out on the stoop in 
front of our house. She was obviously more than just a 
bit annoyed at something. We were all about to learn 
the extent of the chip she was carrying on her shoulder. 


“Mr. Pasternak,” she said to dad. “Last night at 3 AM | 
was trying to watch a movie on Channel 3 from 
Philadelphia and every two minutes your son’s radio sta- 
tion caused the picture to get botched up and the sound 
went crazy! What are you going to do about it?” 


My father stood there for a moment; eye to eye with 
Miss Betty. He then looked over to Charlie, then to me, 
and back to Miss Betty. Then, with a strange smile on his 
face that | had never seen before (and never saw after- 
ward either) he uttered a single sentence: 


“Betty, at 3 o'clock in the morning | can think of a more 
enjoyable thing that a pretty woman like you could be 
doing than trying to watch an old movie from 
Philadelphia.” 


| was still not worldly enough to understand the infer- 
ence of my father's statement. | do know that Miss 
Betty's face turned bright red and she looked as if she 
would have killed all of us on the spot; if she would 
have had a viable weapon with her. Suddenly, like a sol- 
dier in basic training, she did an about-face and 
marched off. 


In the remaining years that | was still living at my parents 
home and operating 6 meter AM, none of us ever again 
saw Miss Betty. Nor did | ever get another TVI complaint 
from her. 


Sally and the Day | Blew Out NY 


As noted previously, when | was first licensed as 
WAZ2HVK in 1959, | immediately plunged myself head- 
first into AREC — the ARRL's Amateur Radio Emergency 
Corps (the predecessor of today’s ARES) and New York 
City RACES. In RACES | held the “tactical callsign”, 
W2NEM-219. 


Being on 6 meter AM, it was one way to justify knock- 
ing out many neighborhood TV sets with TVI generated 
by my unshielded home-brew transmitter. At least that’s 
the way a teenage ham would think. | could always tell 
a complaining neighbor: ”..well | am doing it to help 
protect you in case there ever is an atomic bomb 
attack!” Remember, this was the height of the “Cold 
War.” 


But like everything else, my interest in this aspect of the 
hobby began to disappear as other areas of interest took 
up my time. In the intervening years | grew out of my 
teens, bought my first brand-new car and went into 
business with a non-ham named Bob Sarrett in a televi- 
sion repair shop located in Washington Heights area of 
New York. In fact, it was not until the night of the 
“Great Northeast Blackout” that | once again checked 
into the Kings County AREC and CD Net. 


For those of you not familiar with New York City, 
Washington Heights is the area near the George 
Washington Bridge on Manhattans' upper west side. 
And at about 5 pm on November 9, 1965, | was alone 
in the store trying to repair a Granco FM table radio, and 
having little success. Each time | thought | had its drift 
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problem licked, off it would wander up the band. | had 
changed every resistor and capacitor more than once. 
The oscillator-mixer tube was replaced at least a dozen 
times. | had spent so many hours on it that my frustra- 
tion was showing when little Sally wandered in to say: 
“hello.” 


| never did know her last name — or if | did | have for- 
gotten it. She was a very cute neighborhood sixteen year 
old that had a passing interest in electronics. She was 
also more than willing to go out and do lunch and sup- 
per food runs for Bob and me when we were staying 
late or working a weekend. She was one of the nicest 
youngsters | had ever met and always felt that this kid 
was a tribute to the way her mom and dad were bring- 
ing her up. 


So it was that as Sally asked what | was working on. | 
told her about the wandering Granco receiver. As | did, | 
shoved it a bit too hard in her direction. One of the test 
leads from my multi-meter shorted out and sparks flew 
everywhere. The lights in the store dimmed indicating a 
short circuit so | quickly pulled the plug from the wall. 


But the lights kept getting dimmer. Then they would 
brighten for a few seconds and grow even dimmer. 
That's when Sally noted that the neon signs on some of 
the adjacent stores were blinking out. 


Sally and | rushed outside onto Broadway. We watched 
in horror as the lights in store windows; in apartments 
above stores; as traffic signals and street lights all 
dimmed and extinguished. 


Being a radio and tv repair shop, | ran inside and 
grabbed one of the battery-operated AM sets. Sally and 
| scanned the band, but there was nothing but weak sig- 
nals from far away. The kind you hear on the AM band 
as dusk approaches but you are not yet into gray-line 
propagation. Too weak to be readable, but you know 
something is there. Most evident was the lack of local 
stations. The AM broadcast band was dead. 


"Oh my God," | said out loud. “I’ve just blown out all of 
New York City!" 


The charming Sally was not smiling. She seemed as 
frightened as almost everyone we saw passing along 
upper Broadway. 


Epilogue: It was not until the middle 1990's, driving
